In this section, you will learn how students can read quickly and easily with Bookshare Web Reader in 
a web browser on a Mac, PC, or Chromebook. However, there are many ways to read Bookshare 
books. This “Reading Tool” wizard can help you determine what tools will work best with your 
students’ devices. 


Bookshare Web Reader allows students to read quickly and easily in an Internet browser without 
downloading software or books. For a reading experience that includes self-voicing with word 
highlighting, we recommend using Bookshare Web Reader on the following browsers: 


e Google Chrome version 33+ 

e Safari version 6.1+ 

e Google Chrome version 14-32 (Bookshare Chrome Extension installation required) 
e Chromebooks version 14+ (Bookshare Chrome Extension installation required) 


For a student who typically uses a screen reader, we recommend opening Bookshare Web Reader in 
Internet Explorer and using the screen reader that the student typically uses. 


To read in Bookshare Web Reader, students:
